Per Examiner Jacobs' telephone request of Friday, January 12, 2007, enclosed 
is a PTO/SB/08 Equivalent listing sixteen (16) foreign patent documents and non patent 
literature for consideration by the Examiner. A copy of each reference is also enclosed. 

Applicant notes that each of these references was cited by the Applicant in an 
Information Disclosure Statement mailed on October 21 , 2004, by the previous counsel 
of record in the present application. Applicant's records further show that copies of all 
the references cited in the October 21, 2004 Information Disclosure Statement were 
also submitted. Moreover, the United States Patent and Trademark Office 
acknowledged on a return postcard that copies of these references were received on 
October 25, 2004. 

The Examiner has noted, however, that the foreign patent documents and non 
patent literature cited in the October 21, 2004 Information Disclosure Statement were 
not electronically scanned into the image file wrapper of the present application.
